Fall plowing is tho most universally 
offective way of controlling the insect 
pests that annually causa great losses 
to the grain farmer, It fa much casior 
and cheaper, says the Buroau of Ento- 
mology, United States Department of 
Agriculture, to prevent an insect out- 
break in this manner than it la to stamp 


out the infeatntion onco it fa fully de- 


veloped. ‘The Heaslon fly, so destructive 


to wheat, ly one of thi inadets that can} 


hardly be eradleated once it t4 oatab- 
lished in the crop. Fall plowing i6 re- 


commended beenuge it breaks up the 


soll and destroys the grubs and pupae 
of miny ingeets. by exposing them to 
the aun and alr. 

Farmor's Bulletin 885, prepared by 
the Bureny of Entomology, tells how to 
control the most common and danger- 


fe of the greasy. farmer's insect one- 


mies, Lt gives briefly the life histories 
of the Hoaxtan fly, army worm, cut- 
worms, grasshoppers, white grabs, bill- 
bugs, corn-root aphis, and wiroworms, 
with authoritative data describing tha 
the ehardatoristles of sach pest and the 
beat practleal remedies for control, The 
hurena advises the grain farmer to plow 
in the fall, if poustble; to keep a supply 
of insectieldes dind a spraying outfit on 
hand; to watch the erops carefully for 
an outbreak, and to report all outbreaks 
to the county farm adviser, or dire-t to 
the Bureau of Entomology, United 
Btates Department of Agriculture.
